The  death  rate  - adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution  - for 
the  four  areas  for  1954  was  11.49  per  1,000  estimated  resident 
population  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  was  11*3*  We  have  two 
bounty  Hospitals  for  old  persons  in  the  joint  area  which  consideraoly 
Increases  the  death  rate  in  Elham  Rural  District  and  West  Ashford

teaths  from  Accident. 

Load  Accidents. 

No  deaths  to  residents  in  the  four  areas  occurred,  but  the 
.umber  of  road  accidents  which  took  place  in  our  districts,  (61 2), 
xceeded  those  of  the  previous  year  by  52  and  7 persons  were  killed 
ad  88  seriously  injured.  ' A further  258  persons  received  slight 
njury.  Of  those  killed  one  was  a child  and  of  those  receiving 
erious  injury  6 were  children.  An  active  campaign  was  carried 
»ut  in  all  our  areas-to  try  by  education,  road  improvements  and 
•ublicity  generally  - to  prevent  such  accidents  occurring. 

May  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Constable  of  Kent  for  making 
vaiiable  to  me  hih  records  of  road  accidents  in  1954* 

| ther  Accidents. 

There  were  8 deaths  recorded  under  this  classification  - 5 Males 
bd  3 Females j 5 of  these  occurred  in  persons  over  72  years  of  age.

Infectious  Disease, 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  again  been  low  in  the. 
district  and  the  figurq&are  very  satisfactory  - except  for  a sma 
outbreak  of  Acute  witj\.  Qase§  in  East  and  West  Ash 

Rural  Districts.  S^cases  were  notified  and  7 were  confirmed;  th< 
8th  notification  concerned  a small  child  who  was  detained  in  HospifJ 
for  observation  but  proved  tor.be  negative*  3 deaths  occurred  - a! 
young  adults  - and  all  suffered  from  the  severe  bulbar  type  of  Acu 
Poliomyelitis  and  died  shortly  after  admission  to  Hospital. 

Another  paralytic  case  arose  in  hast  Ashford  Rural  District  but  wa 
notified  in  another  area  as  the  child  had  been  taken  away  for  a fe' 
days  holiday  and  immediately  developed  the  disease  and  was  removed 
to  Hospital. 


There  were  38  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  mainly  of  a very  mild 
type,  and  17  were  removed  to~Hospital.  Only  7 cases  of  Measles  j 
were  notified  and  9 of  Pneumonia.  There  were  202  notifications  of! 
'Whoooing  Cough  and  one  case  was  removed  to  hospital.  There  were 
no  out creaks  of  Food  poisoning  or  Dysentry^  (3  cases  of  Salmonell; 
infection  were  notified,  3 of  food” poisoning  of  unknown  origin  and 
3 of  infection  from  Sonne  Dysentry)  One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever 
occurred. 


Tuberculosis. 


20  new  cases  were  notified  - two  of  these  were  cases  which  had] 
received  recovery  discharge  but  were  returned  to  the  registers  due  - 
to  a recurrence  of  infection.  8 cases  were  removed  from  the 
registers  on  recovery  and  there  were  9 deaths.  The  death  rate  frlj 
respiratory  tuberculosis  for  the  four  areas  was  0*20  and  that  for  I 
England  and  Wales  was  0*1 6.  There  was  one  death  from  non  respirali 
tuberculosis. 


Housing. 

Although  there  is  still  a considerable  waiting  list  for  houses? 
in  all  the  areas  I have  not  received  so  many  appeals  for  help  duriij 
the  year  under  review  and  the  more  urgent  and  distressing  cases  ha-'!] 
been  dealt  with.  The  Molash  Gamp  has  been  emptied  and  demolishedlj 
and  the  Hothfield  Camp  is  also  now  practically  cleared;  this 
abolishes  our  two  black  spots  and  relieves  the  Councils  concerned  I 
of  many  problems  inherent  in  the  use,  for  so  many  years,  of  temporcls 
huts  never  intended  for  permanent  habitation.  There  would  appear  ft 
to  ba  a need  for  some  simple  permanent  type  of  dwelling  for  the  us| 
of  families  who  seem  to  find  it  difficult  to  settle  and  become 
members  of  a community. 

Care  of  Old  People. 

Much  planning  for  the  accommodation  of  ageing  persons  has  beerj 
made  by  the  Kent  County  Council,  by  district  Councils  and  by  privall 
persons;  many  homes  of  all  kinds  have  been  completed  during  the 
year  and  there  is  definitely  less  acute  distress  amongst  the  aged  jil < 
our  areas.  Loneliness  is  one  of  the  burdens  of  old  age  and 
successful  Clubs  being  run  j..n  the  areas  are  helping  to  combat  this,! 
A chiropody  service  has  now  become  es  babl.i.shed  and  is  much 
appreciated  by  those  receiving  this  necessary  treatment.  Mr.  W.T«j| 
opendlove  of  Hythe  has  given  458  Chiropody  and  Physiotherapy  trea trill 
at  much  reduced  rates  to  the  old  people  of  the  Hythe  Borough  and  til  j 
Elham  Rural  District.  This  has  involved  considerable  travelling,  j 
and  the  giving  of  many  hours  of  his  own  time,  and  we  are  grateful 
his  help. 

In  spite  of  all  that  is  being  done  there  are  still  many  lone  id] 
people  living  under  adverse  conditions  and  becoming  less  and  less 
able  to  look  after  themselves,  and  many  others  - living  with  relatijj 
are  becoming  an  increasing  burden  on  the  younger  generation;  every  | 
effort  will  be  needed  to  meet  their  requirements  in  the  near  future 
and  the  present  services  will  have  to  be  considerably  extended. 
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a nit ary  Circumstances  of  the  Area* 

Steady  and  valuable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
mproving  and  extending  both  main  water  supplies  and  drainage,  and 
Ians  have  been  laid  for  more  ambitious  schemes  of  main  drainage  in 
he  three  rural  areas* 


An  increased  awareness  of  the  need  for  a clean  food  supply  is 
vident  and  standards  are  gradually  improving  in  food  shops,' 
sstaurants  and  public  houses#  Where  structural  alterations  to 
lildings  are  needed  to  ensure  better  and  cleaner  handling  of  food 
[•ogress  is  naturally  slower  but  many  such  alterations  have  already 
sen  completed,  and  more  are  receiving  consideration# 

The  decontrol  of  Slaughtering  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  took  place 
1 July  but  the  difficulties  anticipated  did  not  arise.  A meeting 
i1  butchers  and  those  concerned  with  the  putting  into  use  of  existing 
lall  slaughter  houses  in  the  rural  areas  was  called  and  a helpful 
.scussion  took  place*  These  slaughter  houses  had  previously  been 
it  into  working  order,  and  improved  to  meet  the  standards  required* 
le  return  to  private  slaughtering  has  run  smoothly  and  no  difficulties 
ive  been  reported#  Meat  inspection  is  being  efficiently  carried  out 
■ our  oanitary  inspectors. 

In  all  areas  wrapped  Ice  Cream  is  mainly  retailed  and  standards 
ve  been  very  good# 


The  general  worle  of  the  Health  Departments  has  run  very  smoothly 
■d  there  has  been  prompt,  helpful  and  efficient  co-operation  from 
|1  the  Councils'  departments  and  I tender  my  very  grateful  thanks 
|d  appreciation  to  all  their  Officers# 

As  rny  retirement  is  due  in  November,  1955*  this  will  be  the 
st  Annual  Report  I shall  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  my 
uncils  and  so  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing

Food.  Poisoning  and  D.vsentry# 

No  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  occurred,  but  one  case  of 
Typhoid  fever  and  three  cases  of  Salmonella  Typh.i  Murium  were 
notified  and  three  of  Shigella  Sonnei  infection#  Two  of  the 
cases  of  Salmonella  infection  were  in  one  family  and  tinned  meat 
was  suspected  as  being  the  vehicle  of  infection  but  as  all  the 
meat  was  consumed  no  proof  could  be  obtained#  Three  other 
cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  occurred  in  one  family  - two 
children  and  the  grandmother  - severe  colic  and  collapse  followed 
soon  after  a meal  and  all  were  removed  to  hospital  but  recovery 
was  rapid  and  no  ill  effects  followed.  Svery  effort  was  made 
to  trace  the  cause  but  investigations  gave  negative  results. 

A case  of  Typhoid,  gever  "occurred  in  J^/.||okher--  of  a large  family 
at  the  end  of  1953;  the  'youngest  cliild^Sey^loped^a  mild  attack 
•of  the  disease  early  in  1954*  The  other  members  of  the-  family 
showed  negative  stools  and  remained  well#

Immunisation* 

During  the  year  118  children  received  primary  inoculations 
against  Diphtheria  and  81  received  reinforcing  inoculations* 

A total  of  318  children  of  0 - 4 years  had  been  immunised  by 
the  end  of  1954.  There  is  a definite  and  satisfactory 
improvement  in  the  numbers  receiving  protection* 


Vaccination* 

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  was  54*  Of  the  children  aged  0-4  years 
94  received  primary  vaccination;  this  shows  a slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  children  protected  during  the  year  1954* 


Road  Accidents. 

There  were  107  road  accidents  during  1954?  14  more  than 
in  1953  and  in  32  of  these  persons  received  injury*  There 
were  no  deaths  but  of  those  injured  5 received  serious  injury 
and  32  slight  injury*  Of  the  seriously  injured  1 was  a young 
person  in  the  5-15  age  group  and  5 of  the  slightly  injured 
belong  also  to  this  age  group* 


Care  of  Old  People* 

There  is  an  excellent  Club  in  Hythe  and  their  attractive 
Club  room  is  well  used  and  has  proved  a great  social  asset 
to  the  elderly  people  of  the  Borough* 

A Chiropody  service  is  also  provided  by  Mr.  W.F.3* 
Spendlove,  M.C.S.P.,  M.Ch.S*,  M.R.I .P.H.H. , which  is  very  much 
appreciated  by  those  receiving  treatment*  Mr.  Spendlove 
gives  much  of  his  time  and  at  a much  reduced  fee  to  this 
service*  During  1954  he  gave  276  treatments  in  Hythe  through 
the  Red  Cross  Friendship  Club  and  the  Old  Folks  Clinic*

The  release  of  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  control  of  slaughtering 
referred  to  in  the.' last- report  took,  place,  in  July,and  the  Minister 
of  Food  in  Circular  MF5/54  invited  all  Local  Authorities  to  take 
the  following  principles”  into  account  when  considering  licencing 
and  provision  of  slaughterhouses  after  decontrol# 

1#  The  long  term  policy  of  moderate  concentration 
of  slaughtering  facilities  will  remain  although 
it  may  take  some  years  to  apply, 

2.  Until  this  policy  comes  into  effect  Local 

Authorities  will  he  responsible  for  seeing  that 
sufficient  slaughtering  accommodation  will  be 
available  after  decontrol  and  should  consult 
with  local  interests  concerned. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  the  local  Meat  Traders 
Association  regarding  the  way  in  which  the  Public  Slaughterhouse 
could  best  be  operated  in  the  interests  of  the  local  trade  and 
consumers,  and  also  to  consider  if  any  slaughterhouses  in  addition 
to  the  ruolic  Slaughterhouse  would  be  required. 

It  had  been  reported  that  three  small  slaughterhouses  b;ad 
been  licenced  for  use  by  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council,  The 
trade  interests  concerned  expressed  the  view  that  the  Public 
Slaughterhouse  would  provide  sufficient  slaughtering  accommodation 
for  the  local  trade,,  i,e.  the  area  covered  by  the  Folkestone,  Hythe 
& District  Meat  Traders  Association,  it  was  also  agreed  that  in 
order  to  use  the  slaughterhouse  to  its  full  capacity  and  to  ensure 
that  each  user  has  equal  share  of  its  use  the  slaughterhouse  should 
be  staffed  and  managed  by  the  Folkestone,  Hythe  and  District  Meat 
Traders  Association  who  formed  a Company  to  take  a lease  of  the 
premises  for  that  purpose. 

This  arrangement  has  worked  very  satisfactorily  and  has  ensure 
a very  smooth  changeover  from  Government  control  to  private  trading

162  infestations  with  rats  and  mice  were  dealt  with  by  the 
Council'*  s part  time  Rodent  Operator.  Routine  baiting  and  gassing  I 
of  rats  on  the  Council's  three  refuse  tips  was  undertaken  and 
satisfactory  results  obtained.

44  new  Council  houses  were  erected  and  completed  in  the  distrilt- 
during  the  year  1954  in  addition  to  25  by  private  enterprise.  25  | 
houses  were  improved  and  repaired  on  informal  notice  - preliminary  I 
to  formal  notice  - under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts. 

The  total  number  of  post  war  houses  erected  to  31/12/54  is  544

Hon  Pickers  Camps. 

Little  change  has  taken  place  in  these  camps  during  the  year,  j 
but  improvements  in  detail  have  been  suggested  and  adopted. 

There  are  13  camps,  all  in  the  parish  of  Chilham,  and  about  64S 
huts  were  occupied  by  approximately  2,000  pickers  during  the  1954 
season.  The  huts  were  in  reasonably  good  and  weatherproof  condi ti: 
though  some  are  of  the  old  fashioned  type.  Water  supplies  were  alnts' 
entirely  from  the  main  supply  and  were  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  tip 
•pickers.  Closet  accommodation  was  mainly  of  the  portable  type.  TtH 
system  of  certain  families  combining  'to  use  and  keep  clean  the  close 
which  servedtheir  portion  of  the  camp  worked  well  where  it  had  been  I 
adopted  but  on  the  whole  the  general  hygiene  of  the  camp  s:  still  lef'[> 
much  to  be  desired.  There  was  again  little  sense  of  orderliness, 
and  the  refuse  receptacles  provided  were  not  used  as  they  should  havl 
been;  much  litter  and  refuse  gave  the  camps  an  untidy  appearance  anl 
there  was  not  enough  co-operation  between  those  using  the  camps. 

First-aid  Dispensaries  continued  their  good  woric  at  certain  of  U 
camps  and  were  provided  by  the  Church  of  England  Mission  to  Hop  Pickl 
and  by  the  Ashford  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 

Inspections  of  the  Camps  were  made  during,  occupation  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  by  the  Samitary  Inspector.  A total 
of  3^  visits  were  made  to  the  camps  during  the  season.

Immunisation, 


The  number  of  children  receiving  primary  inoculations  during 
the  year  was  116  and  77  received  reinforcing  doses.  A total  of 
324  children  of  0-4  years  had  been  immunised  by  the  end  of  1954* 
These  figures  show  no  increase  on  those  of  the  previous  year  and 
mean  that  about  40%  of  the  children  are  still  not  immunised. 

Vaccination. 


Of  the  children  under  one  year  of  age  53  were  vaccinated 
during  1954  and  of  the  children  aged  0-4  years  84  were  vaccinated 
during  the  year.  The  figures  show  a decrease  on  those  of  1953* 

Road  Accidents. 


The  total  number  of  road  accidents  occurring  in  the  Elham 
Rural  district  during  the  year  w&s  159  as  compared  with  142  in 
the  previous  year.  Of  the  159  persons  involved  no  deaths  occurred 
I but  34  received  serious  injury  and  56  slight  injury,  the  remaining 
69  escaped  injury.  Of  those  injured  3 were  children  under  5 years 
of  age  and  9 were  children  in  the  5-15  age  group. 

Care  of  Old  People. 

Several  flourishing  Clubs  have  been  established  in  the  District 
and  are  meeting  the  needs  of  elderly  persons  for  entertainment  and 
social  intercourse.  A Chiropody  service  has  also  been  established, 
and  Mr.  W.F.S.  Spendlove  gave  100  treatments  during  1954  to  old  people 
from  Elham.  Ottinge,  Newington  and  Lyminge,  he  also  gave  82  Physioth- 
erapy treatments  to  residents  of  Saltwooa.

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Drainage. Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

There  is  main  drainage  in  the  parish  of  Saltwood  only. 

Fourteen  small  sewage  works  treat  sewage  from  Council  Housing 
Estates. 

It  was  still  exceedingly  difficult  to  dispose  of  cesspool 
refuse,  especially  during  the  winter  months  when  all  sewage  had 
to  be  taken  to  the  disposal  works  at  Etchinghill.  These  works 
were  heavily  overloaded. 

The  Nailbourne,  East  atour  River  and  Seabrook  Stream  were 
badly  polluted  in  the  parishes  of  Newington,  Lyminge,  Postling, 
Sellindge  and  Stanford. 

Proposals  in  principle  are  before  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  for  the  main  drainage  of  Newington,  Etchinghill, 
Lyminge  and  Elham. 

All  cesspools  and  some  pail  closets  were  emptied  regularly 
and  as  requested,  by  direct  labour.  Three  Dennis  emptiers  and  six 
men  Y^ere  employed  to  carry  out  this  service. 

Cesspools  were  emptied  four  times  a year  as  a General  Rate 
Charge  and  emptyings  in  excess  of  this  number  were  charged  for  at 
the  rate  of  10/-  per  load. 

2592  cesspools  in  the  district  were  emptied  during  the  year 
at  a cost  of  £1.4.10d„  per  load.

;he  case  last  year,  only  one  person  died  from  Tuberculosis, 
here  were  three  deaths  from  road  accidents  but  of  persons  non

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low  during  1954 
but  unfortunately  a small  epidemic  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis 
occurred  in  one  village,  associated  with  a similar  outbreak  in 
Ashford  Urban  area,  five  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  four 
were  confirmed,  all  had  paralysis  and'  two  adults  died  in  the  very 
early  stage  of  the  disease.  The  infant  daughter  of  one  of  the 
fatal  cases,  although  remaining  perfectly  fit  herself  was  found 
to  be  carrying  the  virus  in  the  stools  some  weeks  after  the 
mother’s  death;  every  precaution  was  taken  until  all  danger  of 
contact  infection  was  over.  All  the  cases  were  members  of 
different  households  and  there  were  no  contact  cases.  The 
people  of  the  village  concerned  showed  a high  standard  of  courage 
and  cheerfulness  during  a very  anxious  few  weeks  and  co-operated 
in  every  way  with  the  public  health  authority.

But  there  is  a]gain  a rise  of  9 on  the  register 
due  mainly  to  persons  already  suffering  from  tuberculosis  moving 
into  the  area  and  fewer  cases  transferring  out  of  the  area*

& total  of  126  children  received  primary  inoculations  during 
the  year  under  review  and  224  received  reinforcing  doses.  Cf  the 
children  0-4  years,  324  had  been  immunised  by  the  end  of  1954* 

This  shows  a considerably  increase  on  the  number  of  children  who 
received  reinforcing  inoculations. 

Vaccina tion. 

Of  the  children  under  one  year  of  age,  32  received  primary 
vaccination  and  of  the  children  0-4  years  b4  were  given  their  primary 
vaccination.  These  figures  show  no  improvement  in  the  number  of 
protected  children  as  compared  with  previous  years. 

Road  Accidents. 

There  was  a total  of  201  road  accidents  in  West  Ashford  inn1954 
and  in  85  of  these  injury  was  sustained  by  persons  involved;  3 were 
killed  and  25  sustained  serious  injury  and  89  slight  injury.  Of 
the  seriously  injured  1 was  a child  under  5 years  of  age  and  of  those 
receiving  slight  injury  3 were  children  under  5 years.  Of  children 
in  the  5-15  age  group  1 was  killed,  1 seriously  injured  and  8 
received  slight  injury.

1 o water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  the  Mid  Kent  ater  Co.,  wells 
and  springs. 

Some  85.8%  of  the  residences  in  the  district  have  a piped 
supply  of  water. 

The  supply  has  been  adequate  generally  throughout  the  district 
A supplementary  main  was  laid  from  Pivington  to  Egerton  village  to 
augment  the  supply*  A new  6S!  main  is  in  process  of  being  laid 
across  the  district  which,  when  completed',  should  give  added 
pressure  to  the  areas  where  the  day  time  flow  is  low. 

During  the  year  23  reports  on  water  samples  were  received  of 
which  11  were  routine  reports  sent  'by  the  Mid  Kent  water  Co.  and 
the  other  12  were  reports  on  samples  taken  by  the  eanitary  Inspecto: 
and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  testing.  An  additional  two  j 
samples  of  water  from  a private  swimming  bath  were  collected  and  so 
for  examination  and  were  reported  unsatisfactory;  immediate  steps 
were  taken  to  improve  the  treatment  of  the  water  concerned.

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Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal . 

The  maintenance  of  the  sewer  and  disposal  plants  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Council’s  newly  appointed  Architect  and  Surveyor* 

Hothfield. 


The  sewage  disposal  works  for  this  area  has  been  completed 
and  is. in  operation.  The  sewers  have  been  laid  to  include  the  new 
housing  estates  Hothfield  villages  the  Hothfield  Hospital  and  the 
Tutt  Hill  areas.  All  Council  houses  have  been  connected  to  the 
sewer  and  owners  of  private ' property  are  co-operating  by  abolishing 
privies  and  cesspools  and  building  water  closets. 

Egerton. 


Ministry  sanction  is  still  awaited  to  modernise  this  small 
and  outdated  treatment  plant. 

Great  Chart  and  Smarden. 

The  new  works  for  those  two  villages  are  being  built  and 
should  be  in  operation  during  1955* 

Bethersden  and  Charing* 

Plans  are  being  prepared  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  works  at 
these  villages. 

It  is  hoped  to  sewer  that  part  of  Charing  village  from  the 
station  to  Coppins  Corner,,  install  a rising  main  and  pumping  station 
cto  lift  the  sewage  of  this  area  into  the  existing  sewer. 

Charing  Heath  and  Plucklev. 

These  villages  are  still  the  black  spots  of  the  area  as  regards 
drainage.  Complaints  from  the  unsatisfactory  systems  are  received 
regularly  and  only  the  construction  of  sewers  can  adequately  deal 
with  sewage  disposal  for  these  areas. 

School  Sanitation.. 

Seven  visits  were  paid  to  schools  during  the  year.  Charing 
Primary  School  is  having  its  lavatory  and  washing  accommodation 
entirely  rebuilt  and  enlarged. 

Egerton  Primary  School  still  retains  the  outmoded  trough  closet 
system  and  as  soon  as  the  sewage  works  serving  this  area  has  been 
modernised  energetic  representations  will  be  made  for  their 
replacement  with  individual  closets. 

Public  Conveniences.. 

The  Charing  Convenience  has  been  fell  used  during  the  year. 
There  has  been  little  or  no  vandalism  to  the  property  with  the 
exception  of  drawing  on  walls  and  the  repeated  theft  of  soap. 

The  issue  of  the  latter  has  been  discon.tin.ued*

These  are  sited  at  Charing*  Pluckley*  Smarden  and  Egerton  Forstal. 

Before  the  licences  were  granted  the  premises  were  repaired* 
modernised  and  installed  with  up-to-date  equipment* 

There  has  been  100%  inspection  of  meat  and  206  visits  to  slaughter 
houses  were  made  during  the  period  2nd  July  to  31st  December. 

The  staff  of  the  Oharing  slaughter  house  deals  with  animals 
from  a wide  area  and  only  a small  percentage  of  the  meat  is  required 
for  local  district  needs*  the  rest  is  distributed  outside  the  area*
